State Personnel Board will con- 
sider the suggested hike from 
$5,400 to $8,400 a year for legis- 
lators. 


Kellett Proposal 


The raise was proposed by the 


Kellett Committee and endorsed 
by the State Bureau of Person- 
nel, both times without any 
formal vote. The Personnel 
Board is the pay raise's last 
stop'today before anticipated fi- 
nal approval by the Joint-Fi- 
nance Committee. 
' Lucey called the procedure "a 
very questionable formula" and 
said, "The Legislature now will 
stand beholden to the Depart- 
ment of Administration which 
has the power to set their sal- 
aries.' 


Carley added, "I want to see 


a repeal of the law that sets 
legislative salaries apart from a 
public forum and without a pub- 
lic roll call." 


Gov. Warren P. Knowles, who 


is unopposed in the Republican 
Party primary Tuesday, had 
signed the procedure into law at 
the same time he vetoed a sec- 
tion of a hurriedly passed 1966 
sill attempting to raise the sal- 
aries to $9,600.

^President de Gaulle's speech in the 


sports stadium of Pnompenh, Cambodia, 
and, his joint statement issued with Cam- 
bodian Prince Norodom Sihanouk are un- 
likely to raise his popularity in the United 
States, at least in official circles. Nor at 
this point are his suggestions for ending 
the war in 'Viet Nam realistic. 


De Gaulle conferred not only with 


Prince Sihanouk but with North Viet 
Nam's diplomatic representative in Pnom- 
penh and a foreign affairs specialist of the 
National Liberation Front, the political 
wing 
of 
the- Viet 
Cong. 
All 
such 


conferences 
were understandable. But 


wtien he asked" for foreign troops to get 
out of South Viet Nam, De Gaulle specified 
"the foreigner who comes from the other 
shores of the Pacific." He never mentioned 
North Vietnamese troops. 


•^ Actually De Gaulle was merely picking 


up" one of the demands that the Viet Cong 
and North Viet Nam have repeatedly 
stated as a prerequisite to negotiations— 
the promise by the United States to 
withdraw our troops at a stipulated time 
without any reservations. Clearly this 
would amount to capitulation and some- 
thibg that is probably just as unacceptable 
to i;President Johnson, an admission that 
weVe been wrong from the. start and that 
all?>the fighting was in vain and for a lost 
cause. This is a bitter thing to admit or to 
tell the relatives of young men who have 
been killed or seriously wounded. In fact it 


is virtually impossible in a nation as strong 
and wealthy as the United States. 


If De Gaulle really wants to end the 


war, he should call for withdrawals by 
both sides. 


President Johnson's statement about 


our own terms for ending the conflict were 
also inadequate, however. They added 
nothing new to the discussions such as 
some consideration of negotiations with 
the National Liberation Front might. 


We must remember, while rejecting 


De Gaulle's proposals, that France was 
forced to withdraw from Indochina under 
the humiliation of defeat. We must also 
remember that the United States gave 
aid of arms and other supplies to Ho Chi 
Minn to fight the Japanese but this in part 
contributed to the North Vietnamese 
strength against the French — and against 
ourselves. De Gaulle's terms may be un- 
realistic from our point of view at this 
time but they could hardly be otherwise 
coming from -a man strongly dedicated 
to rebuilding the influence of his nation 
and his own almost messianic role in the 
process. 


The day may come when there will be 


serious concern in the United States that 
the price we are paying in Viet Nam — 
and the price the Vietnamese arevpaying 
— is not worth merely keeping a nation 
from becoming'Communist. But right now 
we are too stiff-necked to agree with^De 
Gaulle. 
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Federal Aid for Everyone? 


-A 
major problem with efforts 
to 


cooperate 
between state and 
federal 


authorities has been highlighted by a real 
mix-up in'the Medicaid legislation. 


Last year when the medical program 


for indigent families was passed 
by 


Congregs, the 
Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare estimated that its 
first year cost for all fifty states would be 
about $238 million. But, in an effort to 
allow states to retain some authority — 
and help get the bill passed — the law 
authorized each state to determine what 
constituted a state of poverty for its own 
residents. 


ISome states were quite realistic. But 


the^New York legislature passed enabling 
legislation which, even as now modified, 
sets a rather high standard for the poor. A 
family of four with an annual income of 
56,000 qualifies. A conservative estimate of 
the;funds that would be needed for New 
York state alone is $217 million but 
authorities conceded that the New York 
annual costs could rise to $1 billion if all 
the "eligible families applied for medical 
aid. 


The House Ways and Means committee 


is hastily considering z drastic revision of 
the law which will probably place a ceiling 


on federal contributions under the Medic- 
aid legislation, possibly limit the amount 
going to any one state, the number of 
people aided in a state, or the percentage 
of one state's population 
that 
could 


qualify. There will also be changes about' 
qualifying income in comparison to certain 
average standards in a state. 


But there is opposition to the changes. 


Dr. James Haughton, first deputy Health 
Services Administrator, claims that "the 
initial intent of the Congress was to help 
the state provide comprehensive programs 
of medical care for people who need help 
with medical bills." But what of the vast 
number of Americans who need help with 
all kinds of bills, including federal taxes? 


There are obviously some planners in 


Washington who do believe that more 
extensive government programs in all sorts 
of areas are needed and feasible. Some of 
the anti-poverty programs, such as the 
Head 
Start 
program 
supposedly 
for 


children 
from deprived 
families, have 


begun to be cited 
as important 
for 


Americans from all economic and social 
levels. It is likely that such programs are 
helpful. But some level of reason as far as 
the costs go must be maintained. States as 
well as individuals can be greedy.

Basic to Americn Society

MILWAUKEE — Parents 


reared in one world are 
bringing up their children in a 
totally different environment, 
and preparing them to live in 
still another. Parents today 
are trying to bridge three 
civilizations, said Prof. Ersel 
E. Le Masters during one of 
the Thursday morning panel 
sessions at the first Gover- 
nor's Conference on the Home 
and Family. The two-day 
meeting, attended by 800 men 
and women from throughout 
the state, is being held at the 
YMCA, Milwaukee. 


"Stability in the Family — 


Present Day Challenges" is 
the conference theme. 


General chairman was the 


Hon. Leander J. Foley Jr., 
Circuit Judge in Milwaukee 
County Family Court. Judge 
Foley caused some comment 
in the" audience when he 
announced at the outset that 
such "destructive" forces as 
family planning would not be 
discussed at the conference.

felt that, in our 


times, this rather controver- 
sial issue should at least be 
talked about, whether or not 
any policy was advocated. It 
is too important to be ignored.

Another Period 


Mrs. Duvall said that, in 


noting the seven ages of man, 
Shakespeare could not foresee 
the 20th Century, for our time 
has produced an eighth. This 
is the 20-year span of middle 
years, when a family's chil- 
dren have grown and the 
parents are left with many 
vital'years. Mrs. Duvall out- 
lined the predictable changes 
in family- life through the 
years, noting the particular 


vulnerability to marriage in 
each. 


Right after marriage, a 


husband and wife must learn 
to live together, to establish 
authority within the marriage, 
to express affection and to 
handle money. This is a very 
vulnerable time, and a mar- 
riage can founder before it 
ever gets rolling as a family 
unit. 


Learning to live with a baby 


also presents the family unit 
with a danger, as today's 
young family is extremely 
mobile at this point, when the 
husband is seeking to begin 
his career. 


Each Own Way 


During the years a family 


has pre-school children it is 
vulnerable to parental paral- 
lelism, with father engrossed 
in his job and mother in her 
home and children. Lack of 
communication between par- 
ents can provide crises during 
the 
children's teen years, 


when mother and father are 
preoccupied with their own 
roles and responsibilities. Con- 
flict 
often 
arises between 


parents as their youngsters go 
through their teens. Then, 
with about half their marriage 
years left, the couple is faced 
with what Mrs. Duvall calls 
'the empty nest'. It's a time 
of disenchantment until the 
marriage 
gets 
its second 


wind, the speaker said. Then, 
if the couple is perceptive and 
works at it, the marriage can 
accomplish new dimensions in 
its relationship. 


Prof. 
LeMasters, 
whose 


books have given him national 
prominence as an expert on 
the family, is a member of 
the faculty in the School of 
Social Work at the University 
of Wisconsin. He noted that 
family tensions arise when 
parents reflect a world that is 
largely dead. Social change 
makes gulfs in families, and 
many women are more con- 
temporary 
than their hus- 


bands, adding to communica- 
tion problems within the mar- 
riage. 


Not Ready 


Many parents, the speaker 


said, are suffering from 'fu- 
ture snock'. The future is here 
now, 
and they're not ready. 


Youth, however, is. Among 
the many changes since the 
last generation are consumer 
credit, where it is acceptable 
to charge almost everything, 
including 
babies, 
funerals, 


cocktail parties, engagement 
rings and color TV. Things 


have 
become 
symbols 
of 


success, Mr. LeMasters noted, 
even to one's own children. 
This is the world we live in, 
he said, and whether or not 
we approve, we must face it 
and 
communicate 
between 


generations. 


Another 
change 
involves 


boys' 
long 
hair 
and 
the 


wearing of beards. LeMaster 
noted that some of the great 
men 
of history, including 


Jesus, did likewise, but to- 
day's youth is condemned for 
it. In trying to combat social 
change, 
parents 
are 
up 


against both Madison Avenue 
and the influence of peer 
groups. Parents are constant- 
ly judged, made to feel their 
children should be infinitely 
plastic, with no inborn be- 
havior patterns, and if there 
is failure, they are to blame. 
LeMasters doesn't believe this 
is so. 


Other Influences 


Factors that influence a 


child, other than the parents, 
are genetic and physical fac- 
tors, teachers, peer groups, 
siblings and numerous others 
Sometimes parents achieve 
against great odds, especially 
in low income groups. 


Mr. Omelia, father of 11, 


said that in his family he 
counted as essential respect, 
both parents for children and 
children 
for 
parents, 
and 


pride, in one's family, home 
and heritage. Good conscience 
and respect can help any 
family ride through a crisis, 
he said. He felt that the 
legislature 
should 
consider 


such items as the drinking 
age. the driving age, the 
marriage age. and the right of 
assembly when it involves 
protest or can lead to riots or 
violence.

Early Detection Important 
Late Blight Found in Two State 


Potato Fields; Growers Alerted 


Late blight, a serious fungus 


disease in potato growing re- 
gions, has been found in two 
Wisconsin potato fields. 


There's no indication that the 


disease is wide-spread, but all 
growers should be on the a- 
lert for possible outbreaks, says 
Earl Wade, University of Wis- 
consin plant disease specialist. 


Detecting the blight early is 


the most important step in con- 
trolling the disease at this late 
date. Infection will first show 
up as slightly darkened, water- 
soaked spots starting general- 
ly on the lower leaved of the 
plant. Later these spots will 
turn grayish-brown. 


The disease is most likely to 


be found in those fields where 
air circulation is poor or in low 
spots of a field. The disease is 
most active in cool, damp 
weather and can spread rapid- 
ly during periods of rain or 
heavy dews. When conditions 
are favorable, It can kill po- 
tato plants In two or three days, 
Wade warns. 


If potato tubers are Infected 


with late blight, they will quick- 
ly decay in storage. Late blight 
opens the way for secondary 
rot infections that can destroy 
potatoes in a short time. 


If blight infection is suspect- 


ed in an area, growers should 
kill vines in fields where the 
tubers have reached sufficent

plied just ahead of the digging 
operations. Instant Grade cop- 
per sulfate may be used in 
place of a regular fungicide 
spray. Twenty pounds of the 
copper sulfate powder in 100- 
200 gallons of water will treat 
one acre. Rinse out the sprayer 
after applying the mixture to 
avoid metal 
corrosion.

For Fattening Steers 


Sorghum-Sudan Hybrids Yield-Better, 


Cost Less Per Ton, But Gain Down 


Corn silage paid off better for 


fattening 
steers than silage 


from sorghum-sudangrass hy- 
brids, researchers at Jeanner- 
ette, La., report. 
. - 


In trials underway since 1964, 


Agricultural Research Service 
(ARS) 
nutritionist W. L. Rey- 


nolds and N. T. Poche of 'the 
Louisiana Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station found that while 
sorghum-sudan far outyielded 
corn, steers made more eco- 
nomical gains on corn silage. 


Seeded broadcast in a field 


without seedbed preparation or 
subsequent culture, 
sudan produced yields of about 
25 tons per acre. In contrast, 
wide-row corn yielded about 10 
tons per acre. Corn silage was 
harvested in the dough stage 


sorghum- sorghum-sud;

Noisy Scarecrow Scares 
Crows, Angers Residents 


MILLTNGTON, N.J. (AP) - 


A 
funny-looking 
scarecrow 


that goes boom 
every 15 


minutes of the day and night 
does a pretty good job scaring 
birds and deer — but people, 
they're another story. 


Residents of this town have 


had about enough of a two- 
foot - long carman ussd by 
farmer Philip Bardy to chase 
wild life from his fields. 


"The dogs bark all night." 


one said, "the children cry 
and some people lie awake 
waiting for the damn thing to 
go boom — just like waiting 
for the other shoe to drop." 


And go boom it does. The 


cannon is timed to boom 
automatically every 15 min- 
utes 


In the daytime, the cannon 


is located near a cornfield to 
scare away blackbirds. At 
night, it's moved to a tomato 
and melon patch to frighten 


herds of deer that had fed 
there regularly until April 15 
— the day it was installed. 


The Passaic Township Com- 


mittee has issued Bardy a 
warning to "cease the opera- 
tion of your noise - making 
device'' but he has ignored it 
so far. The farmer says he 
was given permission by the 
New Jersey Division of Wild 
Fish and Game to use the 
cannon 
after 
an inspector 


visited his field, shook his 
head and said, "You've got 
problems." 


Bardy told of experiments 


in the past with strawman 
scarecrows, noisemakers that 
clap together and strings of 
flapping multicolored flags. 
He said none worked. 


The cannon is operated with 


carbonated water and miner- 
als which build up pressure 
and fire off the device peri- 
odicallv. 


the drastic changeover from 
sheep ranching and general 
farming to cucumber produc- 
tion.

The forages were fed to steers 


starting at about 390 pounds and 
were supplemented at the rate 
of 3 pounds of commercial 
concentrate for every 4 pounds 
of silage.

Promotion, Marketing Program 
Ballots Mailed for 
Wool Referendum 


Ballots for 
voting in the 


referendum on the lamb and 
wool promotion and market- 
development. program are now 
being mailed to producers in the 
East 
Central 
Wisconsin by 


county offices of the Agricultur- 
al Stabilization and Conserva 
tioa Service. 


Tha 
referendum 
will 
de- 


termine whether or not deduc- 
tions will continue to be made 
from producer payments earned 
under the national wool pro- 
gram. 


Funds collected are used by 


the American Sheep Producers 
Council (ASPC) to carry out a 
program of advertising, promo- 
tion, and related activities un- 
"der an agreement 
with the 


Secretary of Agriculture. 


Tha proposed agreement will 


become effective if it is approv- 
ed by at least two-thirds of the 
total number of producers vot- 
ing or by producers having at 
least two-thirds of the total 
volume of production represent- 
ed by votes in the referendum. 


10-Year Program 


f^s-- The agreement has been in 


effect since the 1955 marketing 
year as approved by producers 
voting in referendums. If ap- 
proved in the September refer- 
endum, a new agreement will 
authorize 
continuation of the 


deductions from payments on 
marketings through 1969. 


IE a new agreement is not 


approved 
by 
producers, 
no 


£r.dsductions will be withheld from 


payments on 1986 marketings, 
and programs will be continued 
only as long as the present 
reserve fund permits or until 


some other agreement may be 
approved by producers. 
" Approval of the new agree- 
ment would authorize payment 
deductions of up to 1& cents a 
pound on shorn wool and 7% 
cents a hundred-weight on un- 
shorn lambs. These deductions 
compare with one cent and five 
cents in the past. The higher 
deductions were recommended 
by ASPC member organizations 
as a means of financing a 
moderately expanded promotion 
program for both wool and 
Iambs. 


Voter Qualifications 


Producers "eligible to vote hi 


the referendum are all those 
who have owned sheep or lambs 
six months of age or older for 
at least 30 consecutive days 
since last Jan. 1. Votes may be 
cast by individuals, corpora- 
tions, or partnerships. Coopera- 
tive associations may qualify to 
vote for all of their eligible 
members who would not then 
otherwise vote in the referen- 
dum. 


Producers may vote in the 


referendum as soon as the 
ballots are received. Voting will 
end Sept. 23. The period of 
voting will last for 
several 


weeks in order to encourage 
participation in the referendum 
by as large a number of sheep 
producers as possible. Prelimi- 
nary referendum results will be 
announced early in October. 


Producers who believe they 


are eligible to vote and who do 
not receive a ballot by Sept. 9 
may contact their ASCS county 
office. Deadline for ballots is 
Friday, Sept. 23. 


Gas Tax Refund 
Claim Credited 
On Yearly Return 


The Internal Revenue Service 


says tax refunds for gasoline 
used on or after July 1, 1965, 
must be claimed as a credit on 
your annual income tax return, 
according to Russell Luckow, 
Outagamie County Agent. 


This credit will first be taken 


on the return for the first full 
tax year beginning after June 


30, 1965. Therefore, if you file 
your return on a calendar year 
basis, the credit for gasoline tax 
refund 
taken '.on your' 1966 


return will include the tax on 
gasoline used between July 1, 
1965 and Dec. 31, 1966. 


The ' new- filing 
procedure 


replaces Form 2240 which was 
previously used for gas tax 
refunds. The old June '30 to 
September 30 filing period is 
now replaced by the crediting 
method .when filling out income 
tax returns.
